Who's to blame for 
Willow Ave. slides?

When they heard the thud, Mrs. Lois Gronquist and her husband were sitting 
in their livingroom at 1352 West Willow Avenue It was Friday, March 7, late 
in the afternoon 
“ It just seemed to shake the whole house,” she said. “ We opened the drapes 
and saw this great big wad of mud.” 
As a neighbor, Mrs Elmer Bishop described, “ It was all just coming down 
from the top, a pile of mud and rocks ” 
The mud flow shoved its way into the Gronquist’s back yard. It stood ankle 
deep as Gaylen Gronquist and some of his neighbors shoveled until 10:30 that 
ni^t to keep it from overrunning the house 
The scene was repeated at the 1300 West Willow home of Charles Barr. 
Saturated by rain, a swath of the steep hillside behind a number of Willow 
Avenue homes had suddenly detached itself from the grade and became a 
rolling mass 
Seven West Willow Avenue homeowners were on hand last night as the 
Lompoc City Council considered what it could do about the problem. In the 
end, meetings wiH be set up between City staff members, representatives of 
the residents and of the County Flood Control District 
According to City Public Works Director Barry Gustafson, it would cost 
each of 15 affected homeowners from $2,000 to over $5,000 each to finance 
needed drainage facilities costing from $35,000 to $81,000 through a 
neighborhood assessment district. 
No decision on the drainage work was made last night pending what the 
committee meetings produce. But West Willow residents left little doubt that 
they didn’t feet like talking all the blame for the situation. 
“ I can’t quite understand how the city could approve this (housing project) 
if they could see this,” Mrs Gronquist told the council. 
Bishop said he thinks the city is responsible for the hazard because the mud 
problem was brought before then-Mayor Harold Thompson some 13 years ago. 
Barr suggested that the city ought to prevent grazing on the steep slope 
behind the homes to better contain the rain water. 
Alan Davidson, city attorney, denied this morning that the city has any legal 
liability. 
“ I just don’t see how anybody could say that the city is responsible for 
that,” Davidson pled. “ I don’t think that’s a well-designed subdivision, but I 
don’t think the city is legally responsible.” 
The map for the West Willow subdivision was considered and approved by 
the council approximately 15 years ago. Affected residents now suggest that 
the city should have required preventative drainage work at that time and is 
responsible for failing to do this. 
“ I'm a little resentful of that proposition, ” confided Davidson. “ I’m not 
saying we couldn't have exercised a little more control at the time. ...I would 
like to know how in hell all a sudden the sub-divider and the people who bought 
the homes are so innocent” 
‘it ’s a flood control problem. It’s a county district and we’re part of the 
district,” Mayor Art Scott told the residents last night. He said the County 
Flood Control District bears a “ prime responsibility” for alleviating the 
hazard. 
West Willow residents will learn of the possibilities of using flood control

Tank-led 
Communist forces captured another 
provincial capital today, shut down Bien 
Hoa air base for nearly six hours with an 
artillery barrage and routed a South 
Vietnamese regimental base outside the 
province capital of Xuan Loc. 
The series of military setbacks shook 
the morale of war-weary government 
troops fighting to keep the remnants of a 
dwindling South Vietnam from falling 
into Communist hands. They coincided 
with reports the Communists had 
established an air base at Pleiku in the 
Central Highlands 
The Communists, moving under a 
barrage of more than 1,(XX) shells, 
overran the 2,000-man regiment of the 
18th Division at Gia Kiem, eight miles 
northwest of Xuan Loc, which is 38 miles 
northeast of Saigon. By nightfall, field 
reporters said, the battered outfit had 
retreated to Trang Bom, only 23 miles 
from the capital. 
The regiment, which some field 
reports said appeared to be 80 per cent 
destroyed, blew up eight American- 
supplied 105mm and 155mm howitzer 
artillery pieces before fleeing, military 
sources said. 
Sources said other government troops 
today abandoned the province capital of 
Phan Rang, on the south China Sea coast 
165 miles northeast of Saigon, when it 
was attacked by a 5,000-man Communist 
force moving with tank support. 
It was the 18th provincial capital lost 
to the Communists in the current 
offensive and left the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong in full control of Ninh 
Thuan Province. The Communists now 
control 
18 of South Vietnam’s ^ 
provinces and two-thirds of the nation’s 
territory. 
Military sources said government 
warplanes bombed the Phan Rang air 
base after the city’s 2,500 defenders fled 
to ships waiting offshore. Two South 
Vietnamese 
generals 
were 
feared 
trapped in the city, and Commmunist 
tanks 
were 
reported 
cruising 
the 
streets. 
Intelligence sources said the North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong 
had 
established what they considered their 
main air base in the fallen Central 
Hi^lands province capital of Pleiku, 230 
miles north of Saigon. 
The sources said at least one Korean 
War-vintage MIG 19 jet and some Soviet- 
built helicopters were on the ground at 
the Pleiku airfield. 
Communist troops meanwhile today 
fired more than 30 rounds of 130mm 
artillery into the government’s major 
airbase at Bien Hoa, 14 mi\es northeast 
of Saigon and headquarters for South 
Vietnam’s Military Region 111. 
Military sources said the barrage 
destroyed at least four F5 jet fighter- 
bomber^on the ground and the base was 
closed for nearly six hours. The sources 
said at least two airmen were killed and 
three injured in the 7 a m shelling. The 
130mm gun is the biggest and most 
feared weapon 
in the Communist 
arsenal with a range of 17 miles.

Ford offers U.S. 
aid for settlement 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford said today the United States will 
help in any way it can to assist the 
Cambodian government in achieving a 
negotiated settlement of the fighting in 
that country 
“ We will help in any way we can to 
further those negotiations,” Ford said 
after receiving word that the Cambodian 
government had asked exiled Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk to arrange a cease­ 
fire. The Red Cross, who announced the 
request, said 
it amounted to a 
surrender offer. 
Ford said in a speech to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors that he 
had just received word that the Phnom 
Penh government “ will work with the 
• Khmer Rouge to try to negotiate a 
settlement.” 
He added he has received indications 
that Sihanouk, now exiled in Peking, “ is 
in no position to achieve or accomplish 
the results we want — namely a 
negotiated settlement —and that is an 
unfortunate situation.” 
Ford also said in his speech that if the 
United States had delivered promised 
aid to Saigon the “ present tragic 
situation in South Vietnam” would not 
have happened. 
“ Unfortunately the United States did 
not carry out its commitment in 
supplying 
military 
hardware 
and 
economic aid to South Vietnam,” Ford 
said. “ I wish we had. I think if we had, 
this present tragic situation in South 
Viietnam would not have occurred.” 
An editor then asked Ford if China and 
Russia had not violated the spirit of 
detente with America by giving Hanoi 
$1.5 billion in aid. 
Ford recalled that in the 1973 Paris 
Peace Accords on Indochina, the United 
States made a commitment to supply 
Saigon, and Peking and Moscow made a 
similar promise to supply Hanoi.

$7.1 million capital outlay 
program before supervisors

A three-year capital outlay program 
calling for gross expenditures totaling 
$7.1 million — and including $1.4 million 
in revenues and other available funds — 
has been placed on the desks of the five 
Santa Barbara County supervisors for 
study. 
The long-range program was drawn up 
by Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson and Public Works Director 
Norman Caldwell after consultation 
with all county departments. 
The program is acknowledged to have 
“ major fiscal impact.” It is the fourth 
such multi-year capital improvement 
plan in county history. 
County supervisors are expected to 
hold a study session on the document 
next month. 
The 
supervisors 
are 
asked 
to 
reactivate the policy of a special 10-cent 
tax levy for accumulative capital outlay 
purposes in fiscal 1975-76. There is also 
the request that revenue sharing funds 


again 
be 
committed 
to 
capital 
construction. 
Included in the plan is $450,(K)0 for 
conversion of Lompoc Justice Court to a 
municipal court. 
The staff recommends that critical 
office space problems for the Welfare 
Department in Santa Maria and Santa 
Barbara be attended to in the initial 
year, in addition to carrying through 
projects which are currently in final 
planning stages. 
The supervisors are asked to consider 
adoption of funding for the first year of 
the program during hearings on the 
proposed 1975-76 budget. 
Also, the board is asked to request the 
Ventura County Board of Supervisors to 
provide an equal share of financing for 
the Los Prietos Boys Camp replacement 
if 
their 
long-range 
plans 
include 
continued use of the facility in the upper 
. Santa Ynez Valley. 
The program envisions a relatively 
low 17 per cent increase in county 


employes for the next five years. 
Employe projection was linked to 
future needs in office space. 
The report stated Uiat present public 
estimates regarding impact of cityhood 
for Goleta Valley on county government 
are that employe population is expected 
to drop 200 positions in six departments: 
Sheriff, Fire, Transportation, Planning, 
Parks and Public Works 
But such 
curtailments would have “ no effect” on 
the proposed three-year program, it was 
stated, as the proposed facilities are 
related to functions which are provided 
on 
a 
county-wide 
basis 
and 
not 
municipal type services related to 
Goleta Valley 
The report anticipates a non-general 
fund revenue of $750,000 from the county 
of Ventura (related to the Boys Camp 
equal share financing); and a carryover 
of $630,000 for completion of the County 
Hospital consolidation Revenue sharing 
and funds raised by the lO-cent special 
levy would total an anticipated $5 7 
million over the three years. 
Transportation study aired 


The City Council approved a 20-year 
county transportation plan last night, 
adding a recommended modification. 
Ordered by state law 
in 1972, the 
Santa Barbara County Transportation 
Study (SCOTS) cost about $250,000 in 
grant funds to put out and must be 
updated every year. 
For Lompoc, the study envisions these 
systems; 
— A dial-a-ride system in Lompoc. 
— Scheduled line bus service between 
Lompoc and the base, with stops in 
Vandenberg Village. 
— A “ deviated route” jitney service 
for outlying areas, combining a semi­ 
fixed route as well as dial-a-ride 
features. 
— A realignment (straightening) and 
widening of Highway One over Harris 
Grade. 
— The Lompoc Bypass Freeway 
— The Lompoc Airport as a general 
aviation airport, as it is now, with no 
planned runway extension or upgrade in 
classification. 
The study, under the wing of the Santa 
Barbara Area Cities Planning Council, 
only 
suggests 
what 
the 
best 
transportation alternatives would be It 
does not specify which governmental 
agency should launch any of the 


programs or say how they would be paid 
for. This is up to local government units. 
According to A1 Autry, Lompoc 
Community Development Director, city 
people will be in discussions with 
county, 
citizen 
groups 
and 
Santa 
Barbara 
Transit 
D istrict 
representatives over implementing the 
plan. 
Whatever 
mixture 
of 
transportation systems is chosen, Autry 
said, it will have to be subsidized.

Communist-led insurgents drove into 
Phnom Penh today and the International 
Committee of the Red Cross said in 
Geneva that the Cambodian government 
had called for an immediate cease-fire. 
It said the call amounted to a full 
surrender 
The Red Cross said the Cambodian 
government offer was immediately 
relayed to Prince Norodom Sihanouk, 
the nominal rebel leader now in exile in 
Peking, and to the Khmer Rouge 
insurgents 
The Red Cross said the Phnom Penh 
administration proposed the cease-fire 
and transfer of power “ in order to stop 
this fratricidal conflict” 
The 16-member Red Cross delegation 
based at the Royal Phnom Hotel in the 
Cambodian capital is standing by for a 
reply from Sihanouk, the officials said. 
The Red Cross delegation, headed by 
delegate Andre Pasquier, withdrew to 
the hotel this morning and declared it a 
neutral safety zone for the care of 
wounded civilians and armed forces. 
UPI dispatches from Phnom Penh 
said rebel forces entered the city today 
across the United Nations bridge over 
the Bassac River and drove to the edge 
of the downtown area. Government 
troops were reported still holding the 
line at dusk 
The 
bridge, 
named 
for 
the 
organization pledged to keep world 
peace, is about one half a mile south of 
the former U.S. Embassy and the 
presidential palace. 
Senior 
government 
and 
military 
leaders met twice during the day, 
Phnom Penh radio said. The meetings 
raised 
speculation 
the city 
would 
surrender to the rebels, but there was no 
official word 
The clandestine rebel radio station 
urged Cambodians to change sides and 
fight with them 
“ Insurrect! Liberate Phnom Penh!” 
the broadcast said 
There was no sign of any significant 
defections from the government side to 
the rebels, despite the rebel radio 
appeals and the predictions of Western 
military experts in the past 
A government broadcast tonight said 
more government reinforcements would 
arrive soon in the capital and urged 
calm 
UPI newsmen reported late today that 
government 
troops continued their 
resistance to the rebel advance on all 
sides of the capiUl, but the situation was 
desperate 
A 24-hour curfew was reimposed after 
only a lO-hour break Radio Rhnom Penh 
called urgently for blood donatkms for 
military 
and 
civilian 
casualties 
—believed heavy —and urged doctors to 
remain on duty around the clock. 
The insurgents rained more than 50 
rockets and artillery rounds on Phnom 
Penh today, killing at least 10 persons 
and wounding 30 others, UPI newsmen 
reported. 
They said rebel forces early today 
seized a market at the entrance to the 
United Nations bridge over the Bassac 
River At midmormng, the insurgents 
stormed across the bridge, forcing a 
brief retreat by government soldiers. 
But aided by armored cars rushed 
from the city center, the govemnient 
soldiers began returning the rebel rifle, 
machine gun and bazooka-like rocket 
fire across the traffic circle at the north 
end of the bridge, and the rebels 
reportedly were unable to advance. 
Tiny T28 fighter-bombers of the 
Cambodian air force flew consUnt raids 
m the bridge area in an effort to help 
halt the rebel advance, the newsmen 
said 
The warplanes were using airfields at 
Kampong Chhnang, 50 miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh, and Ream, a navy base 
140 miles southwest of the capiUl on the 
Gulf of Thailand. 
Military sources said the Pochentong 
airport four miles west of Phnom Penh 
remained in government hands but could 
not be used They said rebel troops were 
up to the airport perimeter 
There was no sign of U.S parachute 
drops of food or ammunition in Phnom 
Penh 
(Reports from Bangkok said the 
airdrops were going on at the airport ) 
There 
were an estimated 100,000 
refugees trying to get to the relative 
safety of Phnom Penh today, most of 
them from the rebel-captured Takhmau 
province capital three miles south of 
Phnom Penh 
The insurgents captured Takhmau 
early this morning, routing government 
troops who left behind eight 106mm and 
155mm artillery pieces in the retreat. 
Defenders of the Kandal Province 
capital took themselves out of further 
fighting by retreating west instead of 
toward Phnom Penh. 
An estimated 
1,000 homes were 
burned in fighting along the highway 
between Takhmau and the United 
Nations bridge, lighting the Phnom 
Penh sky through the night and sending 
up black columns of smoke by day.

Effective this week, patrons 
will receive a notice on an 
overdue book. 10 da vs after the 
due date. Twenty days after 
that the patron will receive a 
bill and sometime after that 
the 
board 
will 
authorize 
“ appropriate action,” if the 
fine 
is 
not 
paid 
Paul 
Thompson, director of library 
services, conceded the action 
could include taking a patron to 
the small claims court for 
collection, but said he hoped 
that drastic action would not be 
necessary. 
Under the system in force 
until this week, overdue notices 
were typed in triplicate and the 
first notice was sent when the 
library material was 10 days

Mrs. Morgan now receives five 
of the agendas and asked last 
night for another four. “ The 
cost of government” was cited 
by the council as a reason for 
the denial.

Premier Rashid Solh announ­ 
ced. 
Solh said the situation in the 
Lebanese capital, which had 
been 
paralyzed 
by 
bomb, 
rocket and mortar attacks, was 
beginning to return to normal. 
In a statement broadcast by 
Beirut radio, Solh said, "All 
sides have shown response to 
appeals for calm and security 
forces are continuing to ap­ 
prehend wanted persons and 
are applying the law. 
"We hope that discipline will 
continue in all areas and that 
the gradual improvement in 
conditions will also continue.” 
A 
Palestinian 
spokesman 
said heavy shelling and sniping 
still was going on around 
Palestinian refugee camps on 
Beirut’s outskirts. But he said a 
cease-fire appeared to be near. 
"We want a cease-fire and 
the fact that it hasn’t come 
about 
yet 
is 
because 
the 
Phalangists have refused to 
respect it. This will be a good 
first step towards calming the 
situation,” he said. 
An estimated 105 persons 
were killed and 200 others 
injured in the fighting which 
began when militia units of the 
right-wing 
Phalangist party 
attacked a Palestinian bus 
Sunday 
The Phalangists, a strongly 
anti-Communist private politi­ 
cal party, feel the Palestinians 
have too much control over 
sections of Lebanon bordering 
on Israel. 
Although the Phalangists are 
predominantly Christian and 
the Palestinians are nominally 
Moslem, 
o fficials 
have 
rejected any 
religious 
motivation in the fighting. 
So lh ’s 
announcem ent 
followed particularly severe 
attacks throughout the night 
and early morning. 
Mortar 
and 
rocket

mingled with the crackle of 
machine guns and rifles around 
the Tal Zaater refugee camp 
northeast of Beirut, the front 
line of the fighting. 
But at noon newsmen at the 
scene could hear only a few 
sporadic shots from snipers.

MOSCOW

The 
Communist party Central Com­ 
mittee today ousted former 
KGB secret police chief Alex­ 
ander N. Shelepin from the 16- 
man Politburo, the country’s 
top ruling body. It was the first 
shakeup in the Kremlin hie­ 
rarchy since April, 1973. 
Shelepin, 56, once a strong 
contender for Communist party 
Secretary General Leonid I. 
Brezhnev’s job, was retired at 
his own request, the Tass news 
agency said. 
Western diplomatic sources 
said the effect of the ouster was 
to strengthen the position of 
Brezhnev, against whom Shele­ 
pin fought for the top job of 
party general secretary after 
the ouster of Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev. 
Shelepin was Khrushchev’s 
protege and, when Brezhnev 
won 
that 
power 
struggle, 
Shelepin’s star swiftly waned. 
Shelepin reached the peak of 
his career in the last two years 
of Khrushchev’s rule. 
But in 1965, the party-state 
control agency he head^ was 
disbanded and two years later 
he was named to head the trade 
unions, a second level job in the 
Soviet system. 
"This puts the cap on it and 
finishes Shelepin,” one western 
source said, discounting as 
"baloney” the official version 
that he quit at his own request. 
The sources said the excuse 
for the ouster probably was 
provided by Shelepin’s visit to 
Britain earlier this month, 
which 
was 
met 
w ith 
demonstrations 
and 
minor 
incidents of violence. 
"He is a liability now —even 
in the third-level job of a trade 
union chief. He cannot be sent 
anywhere now,” the source 
said. "The British business was 
the perfect excuse.” 
The plenum also decided to 
hold the party’s 25th congress 
next Feb. 24. There has been 
speculation that Brezhnev may 
voluntarily retire after the 
congress. 
Brezhnev has been reported 
ill in recent months. 
The party congress meets 
every four or five years in its 
formal role as governing body 
of the Soviet party. It approves 
the political and economic 
course set by the central 
committee. 
The last meeting in April, 
1971, 
lasted 
10 
days 
and 
attracted 5,000 delegates and 
observers 
from 
here 
and 
abroad.

Cattle producers intend 
to 'finish' with grain 


WASHINGTON (U P Ii- C a t­ 
tle producers will go back to 
"finishing” 
nearly all beef 
steers and heifers on grain 
feeds 
as 
supplies 
rise, 
a 
governm ent 
econom ist 
predicts. 
A combination of factors, 
including a short 1974 corn crop 
and high prices currently has 
produced a sharp decline in 
grain fed to cattle and an 
upswing in "grass-fed” beef. 
James E. Nix, an Agriculture 
Department economist, said in 
a report today the drop is 
probably 
temporary 
"The 


situation is expected to change 
in the future, and nearly all of 
the steers and heifers will 
again be finished on grain.” 
Nix said the amount used for 
each animal may be reduced 
from the high level of the early 
1970’s This may be due partly, 
Nix said, to pending beef 
standards which would award 
higher labels like "choice" to 
meat with less marbling fat 
than was required in the past. 
In the early 1970’s, according 
to Agriculture Department re­ 
cords, more than 70 per cent of 
all cattle slaughtered were 


given grain "finish” feeding 
before slaughter Recently this 
has dropped to about 60 per 
cent, Nix said, and some of the 
animals getting grain have 
been getting less than usual 
Some 
critics 
of 
current 
agricultural methods, including 
promoters of an April 17 "Food 
Day,” contend grain feeding 
should be virtually eliminated 
to save the grain for humans. 
But Nix said the amount of 
grain 
used 
for 
high-grade 
"finished” beef —even before 
the current decline —has been 
exaggerated.

The commission had allowed 
the firm to increase its rates by 
$104 million The company said 
it needed the money to pay for 
fuel oil and natural gas to 
generate electricity. 
A PG&E spokesman said the 
money in the overcollection 
was used to buy more fuel oil 
for later use 
Ross’ disclosure came at a

conference 
by

Commission 
President 
Vernon Stufgeon told Ross he 
should also consider the years 
PG&E fell “ short $104 million 
because there wasn’t enough 
rain.” 
Meanwhile, 
attorneys

several large companies cross- 
examined PG&E experts in 
order to show that proposed 
changes in the utility rate 
structure are not fair to their 
clients.

Iris are also suggested as a flower 
species eligible for entry in the 53rd 
annual flower show of Alpha Club June 
28-29 in Veterans Memorial Hall. In a 
talk on their culture, Mrs. McVicar 
made these points: Iris may be used in 
mass, 
as 
a 
background, 
informal 
plantings and perennial gardens. They 
come in a wide range of colors and make 


a lovely contrast with other flowers or 
shades of color in one bed 
Iris will grow in any good soil as long 
as there is good drainage. They are sun- 
loving, but can take some shade, and 
prefer soil which is not acid 
Some 
fertilizer, (5-10-5) and compost, should 
be dug in the soil before new rhizomes 
are planted 
Avoid fertilizer high in 
nitrogen. 
For best results, plant between July 
and August. (Flower entries in this 
year’s show will have to come from 
established plants. > Place rhizomes at 
the surface or just below so they have 
the warmth of the sun while the roots 
beneath are moist. Do not over-water. 
Every three to four years, the clumps 
may be divided to increase your stock 
Cut apart so each piece has one or two 
firm rhizomes. Discard withered or 
corky pieces Trim back foliage for ease 
of handling and to discourage wilting

Senate receives measure 
to legalize outlawed acts

Senate today where the author 
foresaw no barriers blocking 
passage 
If the Senate approves the 
bill and the Assembly concurs 
in minor amendments, it would 
go to Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. for signature. He has voiced 
sympathy for its concept. 
Informally dubbed a “ bill of 
rights” for homosexuals, the 
measure (AB489) by Assembly­ 
man Willie Brown Jr., D-San 
Francisco, would repeal penal 
code prohibitions as old as 103 
years governing the sexual 
behavior of adults of the same 
and opposite sex in private. 
The key Senate Judiciary 
Committee, caught in a cross­ 
fire between opposing cler­ 
gymen, gave the bill a major 
boost Tuesday by voting it 7-2

For best bass fishing results, 
it’s important to use the proper 
lure in the proper manner. 
According to an article from 
Mercury Outboards, there are 
four basic types of plugs Here 
they are, along with how-tos on 
their use . 


Surface plugs — Most have a 
spinner at one or both ends 
Those which float with one end 
out of the water should be 
fished very slowly, stopping 
occasionally 
for

rests 


Darters 
— 
These 
float 
horizontally, but dive when 
retrieved They dart from side 
to side. Fish them about three 
feet below the surface. 


Float-diving plugs — They 
also sink when retrieved, with 
a more pronounced side-to-side 
action. They work in about 
eight feet depth. Ideal for 
fishing 
steep 
banks 
or 
underwater cliffs. Long casts 
and fast reel-ins take the plug 
deeper. 


Sinking plugs — They go 
down immediately. Work the 
lure at various depths and 
speeds. Judge the depth by 
counting as the lure sinks. Try 
different depths until you get a 
bite, then use the same count.

Wallowing 
in

tragedy of Vietnam is 
a condition absorbing 
the press and much of 
officialdom, foremost 
in the latter category 
being President Ford 
himself. 
The ultimate trage­ 
dy 
of 
this 
long, 
fearfu l, 
d ivisive 
ordeal will be 
if 
we 
are 
now 
to quarrel 
among 
ourselves over who lost Vietnam Ford 
seemed to anticipate such a quarrel in 
his San Diego press conference 
Granted 
questions 
from 
reporters 
pushed hard on the imminent collapse of 
the Saigon regime and where blame lay. 
the President cam e close to passing the 
knife to Congress and the Democrats. 
The concentration on Vietnam, built 
up in three previous administrations, is 
now seen in the current, dreadful climax 
to obscure and endanger America s real 
interests in Asia. Those interests lie 
above all in Japan, a trading partner and 
an ally of the United States. 
To neglect this relationship in a 
conflict over a small corner of Southeast 
Asia which has already cost 55,000 
American lives and up to $150 billion is 
incalculable folly. 
China is of equal importance in the 
balance of power in Asia The 
Nixon 
breakthrough to Peking in 1973 was a 
major diplomatic stroke m righting old

any nature or thousands of other objects

inanimate 
state, that could be used to do a person 
harm. 
No dead object is dangerous. Only 
potentially so or when acted upon by an 
outside 
power 
source 
Who 
would 
consider a piece of soft plastic material 
as dangerous? Yet many a small child 
has suffocated from close facial contact 
with one Would you then do away with 
plastic? 
The butcher knife serves a world of 
utility in the home yet it is a most ugly 
thing in the wrong hands. Would you 
deny your home this essential item? 
A hatchet or hand axe is very useful in 
procuring firewood and clearing brush, 
etc They will split a man’s skull very 
efficiently when a crazed person is on 
the business end Why I recently read 
that a prison guard received a very 
serious wound from a “detained guest” 
with a — of all things — lead pencil. 
Should these two items be abolished’’ 
Maybe we should abolish automobiles 
and go back to horses. Maybe you do not 
remember 
how 
unsanitary the city 
streets become from horse crap and 
flies Should we abolish our vehicles? 
They are unsafe In fact they take many 
thousands of innocent lives each year 
and ammunition a bare few all over the 
nation. 
Which 
is given the greater 
publicity? 
Is there really complete safety in this 
world? I think one could only obtain this 
state if they were chained to their chairs 
or bed Not a very exciting life is it? 
Frankly I’d rather live a little-danger 
and all Danger be damned 
A gun really never killed anyone. It 
was the person behind the gun who was 
the culprit This inanimate object could 
lay by itself for a million years and 
never fire a shot. 
It 
is 
very 
obvious 
why 
gun 
ammunition is being attacked. These 


errors. But now in differences over 
Taiwan, that dot on the map occupied by 
the 
remnant 
of 
Chiang 
Kai-shek's 
forces, the relationship is less bright 
than it once seemed 
Chiang’s death 
gives the issue a new urgency. 
The United States, with Secretary of 
S t a t e 
K i s s i n g e r 
t a k i n g 
full 
responsibility, canceled the visit of a 
troupe of Chinese performers that were 
to tour the country. The reason was a 
song calling for the liberation of Taiwan. 


This may in American eyes be a small 
matter. Peking is offended, believing it 
was 
a 
violation 
of 
the 
Shanghai 
communique signed by President Nixon 
and Premier Chou En-lai, stating that 
the Chinese on 
both 
sides of 
the 
Formosa Strait are Chinese. 


At tim es President Ford manages to 
look like that man from Mars dropped 
into the White House without any prior 
knowledge of the American past. If he 
has any understanding of how fearful 
was the cost of the quarrel over who 
“ lost” China, he gave no sign of it 
replying to questions m San Diego about 
blame for the collapse m Vietnam. 


That wholly unreal debate since we 
never had China to lose, 
was the 
underpinning for the Dulles' policy of 
containment that undertook to wall off 
mainland China, if not indeed to restore 
Chiang as the rightful ruler For two 
decades China for Americans was a 
noncountry. 
The blame was loaded on courageous 
foreign service officers who reported 
the truth about Chiang’s failing, tragic, 
corrupt regime as World War II cam e to 
an end One of these officers, who paid 


heavily for his conscientious reporting, 
was John Paton Davies. In a recent 
letter to The New York Times, Davies 
had this to say: 
“There are, with regard to Indochina, 
stronger reasons for allied misgivings; 
our government’s failure to learn from 
the China experience; 
its repeated 
misinterpretations of and self-deception 
regafding Indochina, and its series of 
remarkably bad judgments, culminating 
m the wanton decision to attack and 
assume responsibility for Cambodia. ” 
If there is to be a quarrel over blame 
for 
the 
collapse 
of 
Vietnam 
and 
Cambodia it is likely to be even more 
charged with emotion than the “ who lost 
China?” conflict. 
The 55,000 Americans who gave their 
lives in one degree or another believed 
that, as their leaders told them, they 
were fighting not alone for the freedom 
of a people in a remote land assailed by 
Communism but for the security of their 
own nation. 
The anger felt by the close relatives of 
these men. if they are now told their 
sacrifice was in vain due to the default 
of Congress, can well be understood A 
phrase out of the sinister origins of 
Nazism in Germany, “ the stab in the 
back,” com es inevitably to mind 
To wallow in Vietnam, in the process 
making the bad look worse, is to ignore 
the high priority not only of Japan and 
China, but the Middle East and the role 
of Israel. 
Only the President can, with clear and 
unmistakeable leadership, 
avert the 
ultimate tragedy. But as the disaster in 
Vietnam unfolds that opportunity is 
rapidly eroding
